of great service. This covering aliould 
not lie placed over the plants uutll 
after the ground is froxen. Fatal er¬ 
rors are often mndo by putting on too 
inticli and too early. Caro must also 
Im taken to remove tho covering in tho 
spring. Just as soon as the plants begin 
to grow. 

Before the fruit begins to ripen, 
mulch the ground among tho plants 
with short hay or straw, or grass 
mowings front tlie lawn, or anything 
of that sort. This will not wholly 
keep the fruit clean, but will prevent 
lira ground from drying or baking, 
and thus lengthen Iho fruiting season. 
Tan Itark can also he used as a mulch. 
A hod managed in this way will give 
two full crops, and should then bo 
spaded or plowed down, a new one In 
tho mcantlmo having been prepared to 
tuko ita place.—[Courier-Journal.

A large 
part of it will eseapt through tlie skin 
and thus reach and drive ulf the para- 
tiles.—[New York Times.

Tlie odor and flavor of butter are 
due to fatty matters which contain es¬ 
sential oils, says a IVimsylvniiia dairy¬ 
man, and these fatty matters arc ab- 
wirbed by the blood unchanged by di- 
gcstioii, for the fats of tlie food are 
not digested but emulsified by the pan¬ 
creatic fluid and go direcUy into the 
blood. Thus 1 have detected the odor 
of die sweet blossoms of white meliot 
(Bokhara clover), or of mint, espe¬ 
cially the very sweet monnrdn didyma 
(Oswego tea), as well as of turnips, 
cabbage, and the fetid odor of dog- 
fcnnel, which I have fed to cows 
etppciaily for e^perimenL : 

No tloubt there is a flold for enter¬ 
prise in tins way in giving butter a 
special agreeable flavor, just as some 
of the Swiss cheese is flavored by the 
fragrant blue meliot. But there is 
certainly room for precaution nguinst 
spoil!tig butter by feeding turn!ps, or 
the tops of them, or garlic and other 
otVunsivc food, and wheu it is known 
that the oils which are the cause of 
these odors are taken directly into the 
blood aud go thence into the butter 
fats, especial care will be taken to 
avoid tho Injury.—[New York Tri¬ 
bune.

(’ongress hut not been unkind to in¬ 
ventors. although it haa had so many 
uuhuppy experiences with them, that 
it i* Mirprihiug that they ever get a 
hearing now. At tho time Vice-I’rcii- 
dent W ilson proHdod over the dclitara- 
lions of tho Senate, $90,000 was ui>- 
propriated to enable Albert BriNbuue 
to demonstrate tlie practicability of 
transporting freight by rolling Iron 
spheres through an Iron tube. Bris¬ 
bane actually dug a huge trench from 
the Senate wing of the (‘upitol to the 
ifoverumeut l’riutiug Office, half ii 
mile away, and l>egau the construction 
of a brick cylinder in it. I'nfortun- 
ately lie found it necessary to apply ,te 
Congress for inore money, and, a new 
set of legislators liuvliig couio in, the 
request was promptly vetoed, an«l the 
small balance of the original appro¬ 
priation remaining in the Treasury, 
was applied to the work of tilling up 
the trench,—[(Jiice a Week.

Walking Sticks of Old Times. 

A curious, almost a unique, little 
collection is to ta >old ut Christie’s. 
It consists of half a dozen walking 
sticks, dating most of them with the 
beginning of tho century, and show¬ 
ing well what were the dandy pro¬ 
clivities of the period. Ivory and tor¬ 
toise shells arc the chief materials, not 
of the handles, but of the sticks them¬ 
selves, the handles being of much 
more precious stuff. One is of ebony 
with a gold (tip. The top open* like a 
circular snuff box, and in concentric 
rings are, as an inscription record*, 
locks of the hair of llireo English 
princesses. Oiamond-cycd snakes, 
with enamel head*, are the dec ira. 
tions of this cosily walking stick, 
which is very heavy ami nearly four 
feet long, l’opc lius a line famous for 
praising “the nice conduct of a 
clouded cane.” One of these canes is 
here, ilie handle of clouded amber. A 
stout hazel sot in gold, which is among 
tl e collection, comes nearer the utili- 
tnriuii tastes of today.

Condensed milk i« mode 9 s follow*: 
The milk, a* soon n* drawn, Is taken 
! by the farmer* to the dairies, which 
[are established III each village or 
I group of vil age*. The dairies arc 
run by a syndicate with which the 
manufacturer* deal, mid establish the 
fixed prices. Here the milk i* cooled. 

| On reaching (ho factory, tho milk is 
warmed for the first time in a water 
bath, a id a second time in copper 
vessel*, where the temperature reaches 
eighty degree* centigrade. It is then 
sweetened by adding the best quality j 
of ,ngnrhi the proportion of thirteen 
to one hundred in weight, the sugar I 
being forced into vacuum pan* by 
mean* of a pump. 

These vacuum pan* are for con- 
denning the milk, and are similar to 
those for condensing the beet root, 
having a double bottom and spiral 
pan*, in which thi strain circulate*. 
The water contained iu the milk i* re¬ 
moved ill the form of vapor by means 
of a jet. which i* connected with the 
top of the vacuum pan, nnd which is 
operated by mean* of a pneumatic 
pump. When the milk tia* been suffi¬ 
ciently condensed, it 1 * removed from 
the vacuum pans and cooled in vessel* 
placed in reservoirs of running cold 
water. Ill* only necessary now to 
pack tho milk Into tin Ik>\c*, cyllndri- 
cil iu shape and hermetically scaled, 
the box ami content* weighing one 
English pound, and being in condition 
for shipment to any part of the world. 

In tho preparation of tho condensed 
milk it may bo observed that the milk, 
a* taken directly from the cow, ha* on 
the 0110 hand *imp:y been deprived of 
tho water it contained, while on tho 
other hand tho only addition coiuistod 
of pure sugar, which is dc*igncd to 
preserve tho milk better. It contain* 
all tho element* of the fresh milk, 
which ha* practically undergone no 
modification, the boiling of thu milk 
under oliglit pressure having never 
passed eighty degree* centigrade. It 
can hcafilrmed, therefore, that tho con- 
doused milk pos.tcsse* all the nutritivo 
qualities of fresh milk.—[La Nature.

A* a rule a fruit dessert iu Hie even* 
ing and after u mixed meal ought only 
to be lightly indulged in, for the aver¬ 
age stomach will hut rarely l.derate 
a heavy influx of such cold and usually 
watery aliment a* fruit. This is not 
the case If the fruit i* eaten before or 
between the meal courses. A ripe 
melon eaten with salt or butter before 
or immediately after the soup can be 
freely indulged ill. Kxperienee teaches 
us that stexved or raxv fruit may be 
largely taken between the courses. In 
many parts of the (’oiititietit this cus¬ 
tom prevails. The Germans cat stowed 
fruit with many meats, and in xvnrmer 
dimes such fruits as grapes, plums, 
figs, melons and sweet lemons arc 
habitually eaten with all kinds of 
dishes, or us palate refreshers between 
the courses.

One remarkable tloxverof the Sierra 
Nevada range i* that frngl’c and para¬ 
doxical wonder, Hie snoxv plant, 
known to the botanist a* the sarcodes 
•angiiinea, meaning “blooded flesh.” 
Nothing xva* ever more exquisitely I 
beautiful than this rosy, snow-tinted I 
bntanic.il oddity, xvliich has tho ap- I 
penranee of beingacroxvncd hyacinth. 
It grows from eight to twenty Inches 
high, each separate bract, sepal and 
miniature bell frosted n* delicately 
a* though done by the hand of the ice 
king himself. Although tho xvliolc 
translucent spike i* flushed with rose 
and carmine, the petals are the deepest 
and most brilliant part* of the flower, 
xvliich is five-parted, each open one 
plainly shoxviiig the little frosted sta¬ 
mens and pistils. 

The long expedition (one of its 
members being the original discoverer 
of Sarcodes) foil nd one or two speci¬ 
mens of tho plant bearing eight per¬ 
fect flowers, one of them having n 
false bulb txventy or more Inches in 
circninfcrChcc, shaped like a pineap¬ 
ple, and as brittle us spun glass. Hard 
to the touch, this pseudo bull* dried up 
in a few days, until it xvas no larger 
than the odd-looking icicle-like stem 
upon which it grew. Floriculturists 
of the Pacific slope have made many 
unsuccessful ut tempts to cultivate the 
snow plant, the hutUs Injiiig too^brittle 
to stand traiisphinting and the seeds 
refusing to grow. It was onco sup* 
posed tiiat It xvould not survive bcloxv 
the lino of pcrpcitiul snoxv, but this 
idea has lately been prox'ed to ho er¬ 
roneous. One tiling is sure, hoxvevcr, 
it makes its early growth xvhilc covered 
with many feet of snoxv, blooming us 
soqu as the bud is exiiotqd.—[Com- 
nicrdal Advertifcr.

If too 
narrow the traffic will run very much 
in one ptaro, while a width greater 
than necessary leads to loss, as the 
wear of u roa 1 is caused by tlie action 
of tlie wcatiicr ns well ns by tlie traffic. 
Tlie general tendency is cither to allow 
a road to wear hollow or to make it 
far too round. 

Thorough drainage is insisted upon 
ns most important, and there, ns in tills 
country.

Alfalfa, or as It was formerly 
known, literrn, is a plant of the clover 
tribe, and very rdiiiilurto it in its man¬ 
ner of growth a id character. It has 
smaller and narrower leaves and a 
purplish blossom, tlie stems arc rather 
woody nud hard when full grown. It 
is a very deep-rooted plant, more so 
limn clover, and requires rich soil nnd 
hot, dry weather. Experience with it 
pi the East hits mIiowii that it Is Infe¬ 
rior to clover in several respects, al¬ 
though it remains in the soil for many 
year* when it i- well suited as to it* 
needs for growth. 

Twenty pounds of seed per acre arc 
sown in the spring, nud alone, as it 
will not succeed if sown with a grain 
crop. The plant does Imsl in rich, 
light, deep soil, and under irrigation, 
hut where clover will do Its bent, al¬ 
falfa will in no case supplant it. 
When cut for green bidder it grows 
rapidly again; for making hay it must 
lie cut early, and unless it is cured In 
the cock it will loso its leaves and be¬ 
come quite hard ami woody.—[New 
York Times.

Not el Apparutus for Ship Signaling. 

It is stated tlmt a novel apparatus 
for signaling, which has been perfected 
in the East uud is used on some of the 
United States wur ships, will shortly 
bo introduced on this coast. Elec¬ 
tricity is one of the. principal agents in 
tho uppuratus, which may be used, for 
day or night signaling. It consist* of 
a hollow iron pole, iroin ihc sides of 
which project four metal frames, two 
oil: a aide, each containing two hori¬ 
zontal shutters mounted on axes, no 
that they can lie revolved. One sido 
of each pair of shutters is painted ver¬ 
tically with red and while stripes, 
while a white din 110 ml 011 a dark 
ground is on the other side. The shut- 
levs represent the alphabet and certain 
signals also. 

By causing any -butter to lie exposed 
by pulling any of a system of chains 
any letter or word desired may lie ex¬ 
posed uud flashed. The operator lias 
in front of him only four levers and a 
card upon which the signal code i* 
printed. Four electric lamps are fixed 
on the four corners of the frames. 
They are intended to be used for night 
signaling and are backed by colored re¬ 
flectors and connected with a dynamo. 
By depressing a switch its correspond¬ 
ing lamp U placed ill the circuit ami 
lighted. On releasing the switch tho 
light is extinguished. The new meth¬ 
od is calciilateiv to prove a wonderful 
success.— [San Francisco Chronicle.

Auother point brought out by 
the chemical analysis of tlie tubers 
grown under diflcrciit manure- Is that 
tlie juice (about eighty percent.) is 
rb'hcr in uitrogen where nitrogenous 
mniiurcs aro iimhI and I lie greater part 
of the nitrogen is always in the juice, 
and of course lost to the food in cook- 
• ng 

Disrated potatoes are found to con¬ 
tain less dry matter than the heal thy 
ones. Thu fungus preying upon the 
tuber, extracts the aiarcJi and alio 
uses up the nitrogenous Mihstaurcs hi 
the juiee. The richer the juice is in 
the nitrogenous substances the niore 
favorable the coiulitiouH for the rot 
fungus. Therefore, |M>tatiM's grown 
with much nitrogenous man lire* would 
naturally he the most likely to undergo 
decay.—[American Agriculturist.

TIMK TO THANSIM.ANT. V 

The question: “Is fail or spring tho 
better time to set trees?’* is of only 
secondary importance in comparison 
with tho manner of the operation, 
says .lo-inh liojper in tho New York 
Tribune. Of course sticces* depends 
*°mewhat on tlio character of tho win¬ 
ter, hut of this we are not permitted 
to know in advance. Provided there 
In* no serious obstacles in tlio way, 
early planting, both in fall and spring, 
is preferable. 

If moved early in autumn, the root* 
as a rule will begin immediately to 
form new fibre*, and hv the time severe 
freezing weather arrives the tree will 
have secured firm hold of its new sur¬ 
roundings. Not so with one moved 
late in tlio season; the low temporaturo 
of the soil not being conducive to root- 
formation, tho tree inny bo unable to 
livo over winter. 

In the case of spring planting root 
foriuati«)n is also more suro when nn 
early date is selected. Tlio moist soil 
ami cool atmosphere at this period in. 
fliicucc growlli of fibres and make the 
tree secure beforo tho intenso heat and 
consequent rapid evaporation can In¬ 
jure it. 

Late in spring, for most trees, Is de¬ 
cidedly objectionable, us then, in addi¬ 
tion to a high temperature, droughts 
of several weeks' duration arc not un¬ 
common, and their deleterious effect is 
well known to ull planter*. Planting 
may, however, be done at any time 
when the frost will permit, but greater 
care should be observed during cold 
weather. The root* must not he j»cr- 
mitted to freeze when out of the 
ground, as it is almost sure death.

A Pennsylvania fanner says that tho 
best way to rni«e locust tree* front 
the seed is to sow them in the Fall and 
leave them to grow when they will. 
The locust is a quick grower, nnd 
when left to grow naturally tho seed* 
germinate with a good deal of certainty. 
This is readily seen wherever a locust 
tree with ripened seeds has fallen and 
been left on die ground, lu a few 
years there will be a circular thicket 
of young locusts that have sprung up 
irotn tho seed. If the seeds are sown 
in the Spring boiling water should bo 
poured upon them, leaving them to 
soak a few hours until they swell. I, 
however, prefer sowing them in the 
Fall and leaving them to the natural

RIPE VS. GREEN. 

I Among those who have most suc¬ 
cessfully investigated the change* that 
1 work the ripening of cream and tho 
development of flavor and aroma in 
hill ter, it is coming to be pretty wed 
agreed that these processes are the 
I work of certain organisms called hue- 
i toriu. It is held hy some of thesu in¬ 
vestigators that each distinct flavor de¬ 
veloped in milk, butter uud cheese, 
from ripening to decuy, is the product 
of distinct specie* of hucleria. In the 
light of these investigations, tho pro¬ 
cess of ereaiu-ripolling is quite similar 
to, if not identical with, that of 
ripening ft nit. 

Fcrfectly ripe cream, therefore, says 
the Jersey Itullotiii, is just in tlio con- 
Jition of a perfectly ripe peach. It is 
theu at its best as a butter material. 
From this point of view, unripemMl 
creniu is iuthe green Mato like the 
green peach, and butter made from it 
is insipid ami jacking in flavor. It is 
to bo borne in iisiiul that ripe cream is 
uo more rotten cream than u ripe peach 
is a rotten peacli. Nor Is fresh butter 
maile from ripe cream, sour butter or 
rotten butter, any more than fresh 
bu'.ter made of fresh iidlk is.—[Farm, 
Field and Stockman.
